The winter 
program will presumably stress the training of recruits, who have meanwhile 
been assigned to all units, and the absorption of these recruits into the 
combat units. The combat efficiency of the units in the Soviet Zone of 
Germany, which attained an exceptionally high standard upon completion of the 
sumier training pericd and the fall maneuvers, will decline somewhat during 
the forthcoming weeks because of the large number of replacements and the 
departure and demobilization of trained personnel.

The influx of recruits, which began on 26 September, ended on 

26 October. All reports covering this period indicated that a 
total of 33 shuttle-trains with recruits, averaging 50 to 55 box= 
cars, definitely arrived in the Soviet Zone of Germany and that 

9 additional trains are believed to have arrived, The nunber of 
recruits who were shipped to the Soviet Zone of Germany during 
this period is estimated at 45,000. The departure of personnel due 
for demobilization, which began in Cgtober, continued throughout 
the first half of November. Nine trains carrying such personnel 


-were definitely identified to have left the Soviet Zone of Cernany. 


It is highly probable, however, that twice that mmber of trains 
left between 15 October and 15 November. Uost of these trains left 
the Soviet Zone of Germany via KUSSTRIN and some via IRANKFURT/ODUR..

assembled at collection points in the Soviet Zone of Germany, Such col- 
lection points were located in wEIMAR for the elements of the Eighth 

Gds Army, in BADFREIERWALDE for the elements of the Fourth Gds Mecz 

Ayny, and in JUSTINBOG for the elements of the Third Gds Mecz Army and 
possibly also for those elements of the First Gds Mecg Army which are 
stationed in the MEISSEN area, It is doubted that the departure of 
trained personnel, included @mong which were MVD officers and EI, should 
have been completed by the middie of November. It is therefore still 
impossiple to state whether the personnel shipped out for demobilization 
equalled the replacements who arrived in the Soviet Zone of Germany. 


There has been no change in the volume of leave traffic through FRANKFURT/ 
OLDER, Upgwever, large shipments of officers from the U.5.U.H. began 
arriving in FRANKFURT/ODER at the beginning of November, Retween 800 
and.1,000 officers have teen observed during the period, From TRANKFURT/ 
ODER, they were shipped to distribution points in the Soviet Zone of Cer= 
Naw, @:fa, In DRESDEN and MAGDELURG. The officers are believed to 

have been recent graduates of officer schools in the U.S8.5 i. 


After an interval of several months, the first train with Soviet depen~ 
dents due for repatriation was observed leaving the Soviet Zone of 
Gernany eastbound on 13 November. Trains repatriating Soviet dependents 
were last observed in May 1950,

As in Ogtober, the general transportation situation continued to be criti- 
cal in November. The shortage of boxcars and gondola cars was particularly 
acute, 


Rail traffic across the border crossing points continued to be normal, A 
total of 267 eastbound freight trains, i.e., a daily averaze of 8.6 trains, 
passed through FRANKFURT/ODER in Ogtober. Sporadic information up to 

16 November indicates that rail traffic in November did not exceed the 
normal volume, The same applies to the KURSTRIN, GUBEN, and FORST border 
crossing points. HIRCHFSLDE on the ZITTAU-GORRLITZ railroad line was 
opened as a new border crossing point but exclusively for local coal ship- 
nents.

The units subordinate to this head- 
quarters are believed to include the 20th Tank Div, elements of which 
were reportedly observed in the OPPELN-BRIEG area and in the NMUUAMMER 
area, The tank units observed in LIEGNITZ were probably components of 
this division or headquarters units of the high-echelon headquarters.
